ING OF NEW LAWS. That is one reason why it is FAR 
MORE IMPORTANT to elect HONEST MEN to office 
than men who belong to the PARTY yon believe in. To elect 
a dishonest man to h< !<> i^>ivcrM you because he belongs to 
your party is just as wise atui s« nsiMc as to select a tiger to 
take care o( your children because you hke the pattern and 
color ci his stripes.

CERTAIN UNDER NEW RULES

retary Wilson has 
made pnMie tko raguMtlons under the 
new law goTomias tho inspoctloa of 
meat prodncta for Interstate aad for 
eign trade. Thay do aat howavar, 
cover tho subjeot of Interstato tvhaa- 
portailon of meat or the microeaapio 
Inspection of pork for esport 
latleaa aa thoae aublects, R 
auted. will be issaed later. 

The general regulations provide 
that the scope of the inspection shall 
aoArer all ainsktartas. iMKhlag. BMaV 
aaaalac aaltlac. roaderiag or atm- 
Uar oatahUahmaats whoae meats or 
meat (ood prodaeta, la whole or In 
part onUr lau latafatata ar foreign 
commerce, unless emmpted frooi in- 
spection by the secretary of agricul- 
ture. Coder the law the only eatab- 
llshnit nts which ma/ be osempted by 
the si'cretary are retail butchers and 
retail dealern aupplylng their custom 
ers ta tittrstite or foreign trade, but 
even those exempted classes are re- 
quired to submit to the secretary an 
application for exemption. 

Sanitary Regulatlena. 
Sanitary regulations require the 
establishments in which animals are 
slatii.'h;<'!)>d iif meat and meat food 
prodiirt-' ati' prepared, packed, stored 
or handled to be suitably lighted and 
ventilated, and to be maintained in a 
sanitary cundltlon. All portlona of 
the bullcttngs must be whitewashed 
or painted, or where thia Is Imprac- 
ticable, they must be washed, scraped 
or otiierwiae rendered sanitary All 
trueks, trsys. chutes, platforms rai'ks, 
tables, linives. saws. cleavei« and all 
utensils aad marhiaery used in hand- 
ling meats rau.-'t be thoroughly 
Cieans'-d dally 

Clean Outer Clothing. 
Employes of the establishments 
must wear outer clothing of a mate- 
rial that Is easily cleansed and made 
sanitary. Toilet rooms, urinals and 
dressing rooms are required to be en- 
tirely, separate from apartments In 
which carcasses are dres*e<l or meals 
%nd meat food products are prepared, 
ilanageis of establishments will not 
he permitted to employ any person 
affected with tuberculosis In any of 
the departments where carcaases are

Heretofore the ante awrtem Inspec- 
tion has been made- la the slock 
yards, at the time tha aateals arrived, 
and has covered aalauOs which were 
to be sUughtared at eotabllshmeaU 
where laapectkm waa awlatalaed, aad 
thoee which ware slaagktarad lor !» 
eal trade. The new law doea not aa- 
thorlse inspection of animals tor lo> 
eal trade. It came to the atteatioa of 
tho departmeat that speculators wore 
taking advantage of this form of In- 
■peotioa. aad the farmers who skip* 
ped the animals to market were thera> 
by losing soToml hundred thousand 
dollars a year. Under the new form 
of inspection the shipper will be no- 
solutely protected aad win recalva 
full prle%for all aalmals whiek pass 
the inspection. 

The inspection of aniawla before 
slaughter, designated In tho regula- 
tions as tha ante mortem laapeetlon, 
la changed to conform to tho now law, 
aad to give tbo secretary of agricul- 
ture authority to require that all ani- 
mals suspected of disease on this ante 
mortem inspection shsll be slaugh- 
tered separately and apart from all 
other animals, under the eareful au- 
peivi^lon of federal inspectors. 
Deetructlon of Carsaaaoe. 
Special provision Is made tor the 
destruction for food purposes of alt 
carcassds and parts nt chu u^-i-s and 
meat food products which, upon in- 
spection or relnspectlon prove to be 
andean, unsound, unhealthfiil. un- 
wholesome, or otherwise unfit for hu- 
man food All such meat will be 
placed In a lank In the prevonce of a 
government lns[)«ctor and ?^ufll(leiii 
rolorlng matter will be added to ron 
der it ImpOKsllile that the tankage 
can be used for lard or other eatabli- 
product.

All Inspectors la charge of the ment 
Inspection itstions are directed to no- 
tify the municipal suthorities of the 
rhsrscter of the Inspection and to co- 
operate with such anthorltlea In pre- 
venUng the entry ot coademaed meat 
or other prodiMta Into tka local ^aa^ 
kets. 

Hnnnlng through the regulstlous Is 
s carefully prepai'ed scheme which 
will effectually prevent the entrance 
Into sansnge, curing, canning and oth- 
er chopped meat establiahments ot 
any caipasses which were not Inspect- 
ed and passed by federal laspeetors at 
the time of slaughter.

Our climate 
is the best, but as students must attend classes regardless of tba 
weather, warm wraps aad uaderclothing, umbrellaa and overshoes, ar* 
necessary. Tha Ce-op«ratlv« Star* furnishes books, -toilet articles, 
work uniforms, umbrellas and other necessary articles at cost. 

LIVING EXPENSES are really below cost. The College asks no 
rent for the fine buildings in which students li\'e, charging only enough 
rootnrent to pay for cleaning, rt,'pairs, fuel, lights, and washing of 
bedding and towels. For uble board, without coffee or extras, f 1.35

SCHOOL FEES are two. First a ''Dollar DefuU," aa guaraata* 
for return of room key, library books, etc.

The first thing to aaderstand in the study of decim- 
als is that they are merely a special kind of common 
fractions, • kind in which the denominator must be 
ten or the product of tea, used any number of times as 
a factor, i. e. a power of ten. Always show the relation 
of the new subject to the old, for there is ao truth ia 
cdiu ation of greater impoftaac* than thia: "We lean 
by what we know." 

When you l>egia to teach decimals you should re- 
view the principles of notatioa. Call attention to the 
fact that each figure, according to the Arabic system, 
has two values. One its absolute \'alue, expressing a 
aumber of units: and another value due to the place it 
occupies in a horizontal line. The decioial point or 
•eparatrix is a mark used to point out th« place where 
the periods on the left reprtseat iategral, aad the peri- 
ods on the right fractioaal quaatitiea.

Auuthci inijiortaut point is to keep your hogs free from lice. To do 
this take a lump of mercurial ointment about the size of an ordinary hen's 
egg, boil it with about two pounds of greaae and poor the lalktnre while hot 
into one quart of kerosene. Qet your hogs into a saMtll pea aad rub the 
mixture on their baeks and aides with aa old bnaok Ksep then where 
they cannot get wet for two days after the mixture hM been applied. If 
allowed to wallow in mud lioleH or in creeks or if raiue<l on within t«odrt_\H 
after the application in made the mercurial ointment will MtifTeu their joinlM. 
But there \h no dan^ji r if ihey are kept dry. The actual work of each 
part of the mixlun- w >ih follows: the mercurial oiutiuent kills the lice: the 
keroHcne carrien it over the entire Hurface of the hog: the grease prevents 
the keroaeue from taking off the hair, if your hogs are very kaiBy repeat 
tha spplioatiun in aboat tea days to destroy liee whieh may have haMwd 
boos aits which were oa the hogs at the time of the flist treatment.
